te AGcording te source, the Frensh plan to offer to aubstitute the 
present protectorate status of Morocco for an alliance between 
Steg govereign states". This appsrent concession would, in 
facet, Larbi stated, give France more power than before in Moroaco, 
jnasnmach as the agreement would be bilateral instead of multi- 
lateral. Larbi added that France intentls to confront tie 
Algecivas Powers with a fait accompli , and suggested that any 
action taken by other foreign powers must be effected aa quickly 
as posalble. tou can be certain," he said, “that unless one of 
the powers does something about it, France will have in effect 
taken everything of value in Morocco in whet will appear to be 
a Legal manner.' 


2. In view of the above, Larbi stated, the Sultan of “orecco would 
waicome gid from the United States in decreasing the influence 
of the French in Morocco and that in raturn for such sid the 
Sultan would be willing to share equally in mining and mineral 
soneessiona which he would grant “exclusively” to American- 
sponsored enterprises. He stated that in Bou-Agzer, for example, 
there was a great deal of cobalt and manganese which was still 
unexploited and which could bo mined exclusively by American 
organizations. In addition, he said, there are large deposits 
of lead and other minerals in the region of Agaougs which have 
aot been axploited and will not be unless the Sulten is certain 
that the French will not gain control of these depositse 


3. arbi stressed the need for the construction of improved highways 
in the mining country of the Atlas and of a westward extension 
of the railroad at Agadir. 


4. Aacording to Lerbi, the Banque de Yaris st Pay-Bas (through the 
Banque d*Stat du Maroc}, the Compagnie des Transports du “aroe 
and the Soolete de Prospection Miniere have already obtained 
huge concessions in the mining region, but their claims were 

-‘pased on grants of doubtful legality. if the United States 
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Larbi stated that he had been approached by a menber of a Russian 
commercial mission which recently came to J«orocco to discuss 
obtaining concessions for leat mining. Reportedly the Kusgians 
offered to furnish all equipment, tools, transport aud technicians 
as well as sea transportation fron the port of Agadir beginning 
in the spring of 1947. ‘hey specified that they ‘would also need 
a Long-term concession with the richt of sirepassece to and from 
Cesienated landing sites near the point of operations. He said 
it was not probable that the presont ir reach. authorities would 
grant such conces ssions, out added thet *porhaps the next ones 
would" s 


Source concluded by stating that it was obvious that the Moroccans 
aid not now possess the means or the ability to exploit tho mineral 
riches of the country, but that it was equally obvious thet some- 
one would furnish the means to do so in the near futuree It would 
he rore beneficial to the oroccans from a financlal, rolisious 
and econoinic point of view, he said, if the eventual oxploiting= 
power were the United Satiose Furthermore, he added that the 
presence of the United States would serve as aq stinulant to 
liohamedan resistance to Communist doctrines fecordins to “arbi, 
the “ulten is asvoprehensive of possible Communist iafluence on 

the Moroccan lower classes as well as on colontal polloy. 


The Sulten plans to visit Tangier in the noer future. Larbi 
stated that the Viench, believing that 1t misht be to thoir
